AHS May Get Bank Branch

Come September, students at 
Andover High School may be able to 
do their banking in the cafeteria dur- 
ing lunch. If everything goes as 
planned, the Warren Five Cents Sav- 
ings Bank will open up a second And- 
over branch at the high school. 

The School Committee unani- 
mously approved the branch propo- 
sal at Tuesday night’s meeting.

on, Andover High principal.

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ZBA: Shooting Is Sport 


Proposed Shooting Range Closer To Approval

Reluctantly, yet unanimously, the 
Andover Zoning Board of Appeals 
may have cleared the way for con- 
struction of a shooting range in 
downtown Andover. 

The ZBA’s ruling Tuesday night 
agreed with developers Benjamin 
Osgood and G. Bradley Richards’ 
contention that organized shooting is 
a sport permitted by Andover zoning 
regulations. 

Although ZBA members indicated 
the developers would have to appear 
before the town again before work 
could start, Mr. Osgood said yester- 
day that construction will begin as 
soon as the ZBA decision is official. 

“As far as I’m concerned, we 
don’t have to apply for anything,” 
said Mr. Osgood. ‘‘We will wait the 
appropriate appeal time then go 
ahead and build.” 

Anyone disputing a ZBA decision 
must file in Essex Superior Court 
within 20 days after the ruling is 
filed in the town clerk’s office. Al- 
though Tuesday’s decision won’t be 
official until the expected filing in 
early June, the ZBA rarely changes 
its straw vote. 

The developers have a previously- 
granted building permit for the for- 
mer bowling alley at 32-34 Park St., 
but whether the permit will allow a 
shooting range is not clear. 
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lyer said the permit’s wording may 
prohibit the shooting range, but he 
couldn’t recall the exact language of 
the document. Sam DeSalvo, And- 
over building inspector, could not be 
reached by press time. 

Although ZBA members express- 
ed concern over the proposed down- 
town location, ‘“‘There is only one 
issue before us,’’ said Chairman 
Wesley Whitney, ‘‘and that is wheth- 
er a shooting range is within...the 
zoning bylaws.”’ 

Mr. DeSalvo had turned down the 
shooting gallery proposal in Feb- 
ruary, saying the plan didn’t comply 
with the property’s previous use as a 
bowling alley. 

All sporting event uses listed in 
the zoning bylaws were limited to 
‘an individual’s use of his body,”’ 
said the building inspector in a letter 
to Mr. Osgood. 

But the ZBA didn’t make that dis- 
tinction. Section 18 of the Andover 
bylaws approve uses covering ‘‘ath- 
letic activities’’ and ‘‘sporting 
events.” 

“There is ample evidence to indi-

Students Get Live Look 2,000 Feet Under The Sea 


About 90 West Middle School sixth-graders 
turned into Capt. Nemo Friday as they took their 
own version of a trip 20,000 Leagues under the 
Sea. 

The students are taking part in a nationwide 
project that relays live underwater telecasts of 
Jason, a robotic camera, as it searches the 
bottom of the Mediterranean Sea for the remains 
of a Roman merchant ship that sank in the third 
century. 

Four science classes trekked to the Boston 
Museum of Science last week to see—practically 
first hand—the discoveries Jason is making. Of 
course, Jason is getting a little human help, most 
notably that of Dr. Robert Ballard, the 
oceanographer who discovered the wreckage of 
the Titanic. 

The Museum of Science is among 13 museums 
in the United States and Canada participating in 
the $7 million project. Audiences in Boston are 
seated in front of three large television screens 
that broadcast live scenes from the ocean floor 
and Dr. Ballard’s control room and a few pre- 
taped videos on the history of the project. 

“It’s a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity,”’ said 
West science teacher Susan Rogers before she

and her students filed into the museum 
auditorium for the presentation. “I told the kids, 
‘Even if you see nothing, it will be worthwhile.” 

Some of the kids felt it wasn’t as worthwhile as 
they thought it would be. The poor visibility and 
limited-time format disappointed many of the 
students. 

“T thought it should have shown more Jason, 
more of the artifacts (from the sunken ship),”’ 
said Paul DeFranco. 

What Paul and his schoolmates did see was a 
lot of funny-looking marine life and the vague 
outlines of Roman amphora, or large clay jars, 
which Dr. Ballard is raising from 2,000 feet below 
the surface of the Mediterranean. He and his 56- 
member crew are transporting the artifacts from 
what they have named the Isis site. Joining the 
crew in the control room Friday was Dr. Anna 
McCann, an oceanic archaeologist, who said the 
location and condition of the amphora and other 
relics would tell a lot about the lost merchant 
ship. 

One of the artifacts, for instance, was 
identified as a cooking vessel, indicating that the 
scientists had found the ship’s galley, Dr. 
McCann said.

Amphora was not a new word to the West 
students. Ms. Rogers and the other science 
teachers had prepared their students for about a 
month before the trip into Boston. 

The students studied clay’s decomposition in 
salt water and the history of merchant trade 
routes in the Mediterranean and watched a 
National Geographic video on Dr. Ballard’s 
exploration of the Titanic wreckage. 

Teacher Richard Loschi had his students 
pretend they were future archaeologists who 
were studying a penny from the lost American 
civilization. He asked the students what the 


penny would tell them about the ancient culture.

The kids answered that they could tell the people 


who used pennies had had at least two languages, 
leaders, machinery and some form of religion. 

The kids’ studies also led them into mythology. 
Ms. Rogers said the students read abridged 
versions of Ulysses and the story of Jason, after 
whom Dr. Ballard’s robot is named. Jason is the 
legendary hero who sailed with the Argonauts to 
bring the golden fleece back from the Black Sea. 

Jason’s story got the students talking about 
what being a hero means and whether they think 
Dr. Ballard is one. 

Ms. Rogers said the project was meant to be 
multi-disciplinary and that the teachers hoped 
their students would get more out of the 
experience than a field trip. ‘“We’ve done an 
awful lot about the environment,” she said. ‘I 
want the kids to get a sense of how fragile the 
earth is. 

‘‘We know the moon’s surface better than the 
surface of the earth.” 

Ms. Rogers said another goal of the project 
was to inspire potential scientists. “‘We wanted 
them to get an appreciation for the significance 
of the jobs that are involved, an awareness of 
what types of careers are there today.” 

Dr. Ballard said in an interview that one 
reason why American students are falling behind 
in scienctific literacy is that they think it’s 
‘nerdy”’ to like science. But, according to Dr. 
Ballard and the Andover students, that image is 
only on movie and television screens. 

“Tf we believed everything in the movies, we'd 
think (scientists) were nerds,” said sixth-grader 
Alison Bartlett. ‘‘They all have little black 
glasses and stuff.” 

Ms. Rogers said Andover students seem to like 
science because their curriculum is hands-on and 
child-oriented compared to other school 
departments’. 

‘Science is a contact sport,’ Dr. Ballard told 
the kids at the end of the Jason presentation. 
‘You don’t have any nerds in this control room.” 

Scientists like Dr. Ballard are OK by them 
because they are ‘leaving things for us to 
finish,”’ said Yasmin Howes. And, if nothing else, 
the project ‘‘stimulated our curiosity,” said West 
special needs teacher Ronnie Boutureira.

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Pomps Pond, A Fun Place 


By Margaret Pustell 


High among Andover’s natural re- 
sources is Pomps Pond and its surround- 
ing lands. The pond is a deep natural 
kettle hole formed as the last glacier re- 
ceded, leaving a huge buried block of 
melting ice. A small brook emptying into 
the pond and underwater springs now 
provides constant fresh water. The pond 
drains into the nearby Shawsheen River. 


Surrounding Pomps Pond are a great 
variety of natural areas—marshes, 
beaches, rocky uplands, woodlands as 
well as the Shawsheen River. Residents 
can all enjoy these places as they walk, 
ski, swim, canoe or just sit ona bench and 
take in the scenery. 

Andover residents have wisely kept 
control of the lands surrounding the pond 
and river, meaning the area will remain 
undeveloped, unpolluted and able to be 
enjoyed forever. 


Bordering Pomps Pond, the 40 acre 
Recreation Park provides a variety of ac- 
tivities—tennis, softball, basketball, play- 
grounds, picnic places, swimming, 
canoeing—in addition to walking trails 
and nature study opportunities. 

Just south of the park the former Essex 
Sand and Gravel Pit, purchased as con- 
servation land, is home to a large marsh 
where many water birds are seen. 


Close to the pond is the Foster’s Island 
conservation land—87 acres of pine/oak 
upland bordered by swamp and marsh 
and the Shawsheen River. (You can see 
some of this land when you look directly 
across the pond from the swimming 
beach. ) 


A trail loops through Foster’s Island 
and includes a prize-winning nature trail 
built and cared for by the Four Seasons 
Garden Club. Brian Mancke, as part of 
his Eagle Scout project, is producing a 
new map of the nature trail. Copies will 
soon be available at Memorial Hall Li- 
brary and the town conservation office. 


Conservation lands and AVIS lands pro- 
tect both sides of the picturesque 
Shawsheen from Ballardvale down- 
stream to the Abbot Bridge. You can hike 
an AVIS-built trail from Ballardvale 
along the Shawsheen all the way to Cen- 
tral Street. On the river, near Dale Street, 
the Conservation Commission is building 
a parking area and canoe launch. 


The river is part of the state ‘‘Adopt a 
Stream’”’ program, through which people 
from Andover and neighboring towns are 
cleaning up, caring for and improving the 
river and its banks. (Volunteers can call 
bilsen Flaherty at the conservation of- 
ice.) 


The remaining land on the pond’s north 
side harbors the Girl Scout Camp Maude 
Eaton, part of the Spar and Spindle Coun- 
cil of Girl Scouts. These 50 acres of natu- 
ral woodlands are used year round by 
Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts and various 
church groups. In the summer, Girl Scout 
Camp Merrymeeting, a day camp, in- 
cludes a comprehensive swimming and 
boating program on Pomps Pond.

their needs today. Many other structures 
have long since vanished, and the parking 
requirements of Detroit’s horsepower 
have changed the face of the town’s cen- 
tral business district. 


Some things nver change, however. A 
copy of The Andover Townsman contains 
a citizen’s proposal to redisign the nigh- 
marish configuration of Elm Square in 
order to protect pedestrians from ‘‘sped- 
ing maniacs.’ The issue dates from 1917. 


The newly restored Old Town Hall lends 
a feeling of permanence to Main Street, 
as does Memorial Hall Library. Visitors 
may be surprised to discover that the re- 
cent addition to Andover’s library build- 
ing is only one of a number of major 
changes that have been made to the 
structure since it was erected. The origi- 
nal library, the central front section we 
see today, was much smaller and boasted 
an ornate mansard roof; the present Clas- 
sical Revival alterations were the work of 
the Shepley, Bulfinch, Richardson and 
Abbot in 1927.

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The exhibit is not limited to buildings. 
The photographs offer a glimpse into the 
daily lives of Andover’s people over the 
span of a century. Men and women in gai- 
ly decorate their homes and shops for 
Andover’s 250th anniversary in 1896 while 
their counterparts in 1946 eagerly line up 
outside Elander’s Men’s Shop for a post- 
war sale. 


_Some of the changes are wrenching. 
The magnificent elms that lent both their 
shade and their stately silhouettes to the 
streetscape are long gone, as are the cool 
marble counters of the soda fountains at 
Crowley & Co., later Dalton Pharmacy, 
and Hertigan’s Pharmacy, where several 
generations of teenagers conducted their 
social lives. Other places remain reassu- 
ringly the same, like the pharmacy that 
patie next to Town Hall for many de- 
cades.

Dr. Mutti has been at the church since 
late January. 

Born in Ohio, Dr. Mutti attended 
Heidelburg College. Following graduation 
from Eden Theological Seminary in St. 
Louis, Mo., he was ordained as a minister 
in the United Church of Christ in 1969, 

Dr. Mutti first served as minister of 
youth and Christian education for a 1,400- 
member church in Michigan City, Ind. 
After five years, he became senior pastor 
at Bethlehem United Church of Christ in 
Evansville, Ind., where he remained for 
15 years. 

The process of selecting a new minister 
at South Church extended over two years. 
According to Dr. Mutti, it is typical for 
congregations in the United Church of 
Christ to spend considerable time in 
electing a new pastor. The search 
committee received more than 200 
written profiles, detailing ministry, faith 
and experience. The committee of nine 
narrowed the selection to 20, who were 
interviwed. 

Since his arrival, Dr. Mutti has been 
learning about his parishioners, 
becoming acquainted with the people, 
getting to know the church in overall 
perspective and becoming familiar with 
the community. ‘“‘My objective is to be a 
pastor to the whole church and to help the 
congregation decide where it wants to go. 
I want to create a strong sense of faith, 
hope and joy in service and in worship,” 
he said. 


Dr. Mutti will focus on several areas of 
particular interest. “South Church has 
always had a good outreach program, 
and I want to continue that,”’ he said. “‘I 
also want to develop programs to fill 
some unmet needs—for example, a 
support group for adults who have 
recently lost a parent through death.” 

Dr. Mutti said several things made him 


come to Andover. “I really felt the call to 
Andover so compellingly. There was the 
sense of a congregation whose needs 
seemed to match my gifts. The search 
committee was another strong reason— 
there was such commitment and devotion 
among its members,” he says. 

Dr. Mutti said as a Midwesterner, he 
felt a certain fascination with New 
England. “It was so unusual to think 
about living in an area so rich in history 
and so near the ocean,” he said. 

‘In this season of our lives, this is 
where my wife and I felt the call coming. 
We felt we had another chapter to fulfill.” 
Dr. Mutti and his wife, Karen, have two 
children, Michael, 18, and Marci, 16. 

Comparing Andover to Evansville, Dr. 
Mutti says, ‘‘People are people, no matter 
where you are. We have not encountered 
any New England reserve. The 
neighborhood, the church, the 
community, the pastors of other churches 
have shown just as much warmth, 
friendliness and hospitality as in the 
Midwest.” 

Still, there are differences between the 
two communities. ‘Andover seems to be 
a pretty high-pressured community,” Dr. 
Mutti said. “I think many people here 
have high responsibilities in their 
business and professional life. Even for 
the youth, the pressure is strong to 
perform and do well. So, I think the 
church can be a spiritual haven for 
people. 

“Also, I think a lot of people arrive in 
Andover from somewhere else and so 
lack the support of an extended family. I 
think there is a sense of homesickness 
among many. The church can be a place 
where families of all sorts, all sizes and 
all shapes can find a home. The church 


- can affirm family life and values. It can 


affirm people for who they are, not what 
they can do.”’

Say Town Keeps

Having lost the battle at town meeting 
to keep portable classrooms out of their 
backyards, Shawsheen School neighbors 
say town officials are now treating them 
like ‘‘second-class citizens.”

Open Defiance 


A Zoning Board of Appeals decision this week 
that a shooting range is, in fact, a sport, leaves 
the town in somewhat of a quandary. 

But, more than examining the legal issues in- 
volved before allowing construction to proceed, is 
the defiant attitude of the owner of the Park 
Street building, Benjamin Osgood. 

Mr. Osgood has stated that he intends to pro- 
ceed with creation of the shooting range at the 
former bowling alley location as soon as the ap- 
peal period passes, which is about 20 days follow- 
ing the formal signing by the Zoning Board 
members. 

There is, as could be anticipated, considerable 
opposition to the operation of a shooting range in 
the downtown area. 

The Zoning Board cannot be faulted for finding 
fer Mr. Osgood in the matter and overturning the 
ruling of the town building inspector, who had 
rejected the proposal. 

The board was asked simply to rule whether or 
not the activity planned for the location was, in 
fact, a sport. Recreational use is permitted in the 
particular location, and the board found that the 
proposed shooting range is a sport, based on sim- 
ilar activity taking place in the Olympics, sport- 
ing clubs and even Boy Scout troops.

And Mr. Osgood, even though his property has 
been idle for a considerable period of time, 
should be community-oriented enough to await

Mr. Osgood has been turned down on other pro- 
posals because of parking limitations imposed by 
the town for use of the structure for office and 


Mr. Osgood has had pretty much a free ride in 
other communities where he has proposed devel- 
opment, but has now run up against a community 
that attempts, to the best of its ability, to protect 
citizens as well as property owners and the town 
itself through proper compliance with town by- 


Rather than moving ahead with plans once the 
ZBA decision is formalized, Mr. Osgood should 
have sufficient interest in the Andover commu- 
nity to allow examination of all town bylaws to 
ensure that a shooting range can be placed in that 
building safely. 

Anything else would simply represent a case of 
open defiance of the town and its standards.

more accessible. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony added 
that the building specs are available at 
his office. ‘If someone had asked for 
them they would have gotten them,’’ he 
said. 

What also has the neighborhood wor- 
ried, the abutters said, is the haze of con- 
fusion that seems to be hovering over who 
has the final authority over the portable 
classroom. 

There are three separate entities, all 
under the mantle of town hail, involved 
with the building. 

eThe Shawsheen Extended Day Care 
program, described by Mr. Mahony as a 
public corporation created by the town, 
will operate from the $150,000 portable 
classroom somewhere on the grounds of 
Shawsheen School. 

eThe Andover school system, which 
owns the land, gave a qualified approval 
to the plan, but with several conditions 
attached. It was the School Committee in 
1988 that gave SHED a year to find a new 
home, citing severe space needs in the 
school district. 

eMr. Mahony, who wrote the article 
asking for the $150,000 appropriation, has 
maintained that SHED is under town hall 
control. If SHED were to fold, he says, its 
bank account would be transferred to 
town coffers. 

Part of the confusion, acknowledged 
Mr. Mahony, concerns a School Commit- 
tee stipulation that the classrooms be 
built at the Shawsheen parking lot. Mr. 
Mahony said the parking lot location 
would be ‘‘very hard to screen adequate- 
ly, and it would just stick there like a sore 
thumb. 

“It was a real shock to me to find out 
where (the School Committee) located 
it? 

Mr. Mahony said he would contact 
School Superintendent Kenneth Seifert to 
discuss siting options. 

The neighborhood group also express- 
ed concern for the portable classroom 
bidding process. 

Mr. Mahony said the town is shaving 60 
days off the bid process by calling for 
price quotations from temporary building 
manufacturers. The quotes will be known 
by the end of the week, he said.

gram in Lawrence. 

Kate Doherty, a senior at the high 
school, is a Big Sister. Ms. Doherty said 
that, like many Andover students, she has 
been given many opportunities and 
spending three to five hours each week 
with her “‘little sister’ makes her feel she 
is giving something in return. 

“I only hope she is getting as much out 
of it as I am,” she said. 

Students who volunteer at least 40 
hours each term receive one quarter of a 
credit. Earning course credits isn’t the 
only reason these students volunteer their 
time. 

Chad Gomes, also a senior, knew his 
volunteer work at Bread and Roses would 
be a plus on his transcript. 

“Once I started going there it wasn’t 
for the credit and it wasn’t for the col- 
leges. I went because it really made me 
feel good,”’ he said. 

Word about the work the ACSES stu- 
dents were doing spread, and Mr. King 
began receiving calls from other groups 
asking for student volunteers. 

Money for after-school transportation 
and project donations is an obstacle that 
he and the ACSES students are working 
on. The program began with no funding 
from the school and just a small grant 
from the Thomas Jefferson Forum, a or- 
ganization that subsidizes volunteer orga- 
nizations. Next year Mr. King hopes to 
receive some Chapter 188 money and or- 
ganize more fund-raising activities. 

Mr. King says he wants to keep the en- 
ergy level of the program just as high 
next year and get more freshmen and 
sophmores involved. 

“T couldn’t be more pleased with the 
direction the program is heading,” said 
Mr. King.

started a school branch cooperation 
program in a Peabody elementary 
school. 

The Andover branch proposal is 
different because the high school 
and Warren Five plan to train up to 
20 students each year, 15 more than 
other school bank programs usually 
train, said Mr. Hixon. 

The purpose of the AHS bank pro- 
gram is to teach students, through 
classroom and practical experience, 
about the banking system. The stu- 
dents participating in the program 
will earn course credits. The AHS 
branch will offer students an oppor- 
tunity to prepare for the job market, 
investigate careers in financial serv- 
ices and assume reponsibilities not 
usually available to high school stu- 
dents, Mr. Hixon said. 

“We need to have stronger ties to 
business,” said William Hart, Jr., a 
business teacher at the high school. 
“This is an opportunity we don’t 
want to miss.” 

Warren Five will train six stu- 
dents on bank policies, procedures 
and operations this summer at the 
bank’s Main Street site. In order to 
participate in the program, students 
will have to go through a regular job 
application and interview process, 
enabling them to get the full range of 
career experience. 

“This program will bridge the 
positives of a vocational school...stu- 
dents will graduate with more be- 
hind them,” said Mike Smith, high 
school senior, who helped the busi- 
ness department investigate the stu- 
dent benefits of the proposal. 

In addition to the new school 
branch, the business and finance 
curriculum will offer a new personal 
finance course in the fall. Warren 
Five will assist the business pro- 
gram with speakers, banking litera- 
ture and other related additions to 
course programs. 

The branch will be operated by 
the students and a full-time bank 
employee during lunch period hours. 
It will offer the banking services of 
Warren Five with the exception of 

granting loans.
